SENATE HAS PASSED SHIP SUB- 


SIDY BILL. 


Washington, March 18.—When the 


house met today Frank B. Lyon, of 
Cuba, N. Y., was elected doorkeeper, 
to succeed the late W. J, Glenn. Tha 
oath was immediately administered 
to Mr. Lyon by the speaker. 


The house then went into commit- 


tee of the whole and resumed the 
consideration of the river and harbor 
bill. When Hr. Hepburn, of Iowa, 
who has fought river and hatfbor bills 
ever since he came to congress, arose 
to speak, there was an outburst of ap- 
plause- on both sides of the house. 


"I arise to make my annual contri- 


bution, to river and harbor literature 
with a miscellaneous assortment of 
motions," he began, "I recognize/' 
he continued, "the utter futility of 
saying anything against this bill. I 
recognized that fact years ago, when 
the pork in the barrel was only $8,- 
000,000. How manifestly impossible 
is it to make headway against it 
now that the appropriations aggre- 
gate $60,000,000. At the same time 
I find in connection, with th3 presen- 
tation, of the pending 'bill some 
things to commend—a rare thing in 
my experience. We have at the head 
of the river and harbor committee an 
ideal chairman for the purposes in 
view—one who, I 'believe, is striving 
to secure public rather than private 
benefits; one looking for the welfare 
of this great nation and the promo- 
tion of its commerce, not ths eleva- 
tion of A, B or C to seats uvon this 
floor," (Applause.)

Hongkong, March 18,—Oteneral Ma 


has been defeated by the Xwang-Si 
rebels, who have taken possession of 
Fang-Cheng. They have killed or 
captured all the mandarins and have 
ooted the town. 
General Ma attacked the rebel 


strongholds, but after an engagement 
asting two days, was forced to re- 
treat, 
The rebels then established 


their headquarters at Tang-Cheng, 


The rebellion is spreading rapidly 
n 
the 
provinces of Kwang-Si, 


Hwang-Tung and Yun-ttan. 


A letter received here/from Tien- 


Pai, fifty miles from Kwang*Ohou, 
says all business is suspended there 
owing to fear of the rebels. 


Marshal Su is at Lien-Chou and 


General Ma is at Xao-Ohou (both in 
Kwang-Tung province). Both of 
these commanders are awaiting rein- 


cemefc'ts. They wish to join their 


forces, but the rebels are holding all 
the intervening passes and prevent a 
junction of the government troops. 


Many of the imperial soldiers are 
oining the rebels, owing to the su- 
perior pay offered them and the op- 
portunity for loo-ting, 


The rebel lea'd^r is Bung-Ming, a 


relative of the celebrated Hung-Sou- 
Chen, leader of the Tfci-Ping rebel- 
ion.

GENERAL MA DEFEATED AT 


PANG CHENG. 


CHINESE REBELLION SERIOUS 


MANY MANDARINS KILLED OK 


CAPTUEED. 


REBELS IN STRONG POSITION 


BOOK ON CHINA, 


London, 
March 
18.—Coincident 


with the news of alarming rebellions' 
n three provinces of China, the for- 
eign 
office here today issued a 


voluminous blue book dealing with 
the protracted negotiations between 
China and the powers, from March 
28, 1901, to September 7, 1901, whan' 
the final protocol was signed. In its 
875 pages of diplomatic dispatches, 
edicts -and digests of China's financial 
capabilities, there is ample evidence 
that the negotiations formed one of 
the most intricate webs of inter- 
national differences in the history of 
the1 world. One* striking quotation, 
peculiarly apt to the present far east- 
ern situation, can bs extracted from 
a dispatch of the British ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, Sir Charles S. 
Scott, to Lord Lansdowne, the British 
foreign secretary, in which Count 
Lamsdorf, the Hussian foreign min- 
ster, is 'quoted as saying he was 
pleased at the fact that the British 
government was desirous of hasten- 
ing a return to normal conditions in 
ihina, but he dreaded the possibility 
of fresh outbursts of anti-foreign 
fanaticism. 


Throughout the extended negotia- 


tions on- the subject of the amount, 
division and method of payment of 
the Chinese indemnity, Great Britain 
and the tTnited States appear from 
the blue book to hrave worked hand in 
hand, though opposed by all the other 
powers. 
After learning *f the ad- 


verse attitude of the 
continental 


powers towards the Amerkan propo- 
sition to reduce^ the indemnity to 
£40,000,000, Lord Lansdowne in- 
structed Sir Ernest Satow, the British 
minister at Pekin, that the figure 
erred on the side of liberality, though 
he was quite ready to agree to a more 
moderate reduction. 


Bu»sia and the other powers strenu- 


ously held out for a joint interna- 
tional guarantee of the Chinese loan. 
Wiis appears to 'have formed the rock 
on which the powers almost split. 
Lord Lansdowne refused to hear of a 
guarantee and Sir Ernsst Satow 
cabled as follows: 


•The United States is firmly op- 


posed to any international guarantee. 
Mr. Rockhill, the United States spec- 
ial commissioner, states that the 
president is most Anxious to bring 
about a reduction in the indemnity. 
Personally Mr. Bockhill is disposed 
to abandon the limitation to £40,- 
000,000 if the powers would agree on 
a declaration in favor of reducing

18,—Major 


General Otis again appeared before 
the senate committee on. Philippines 
today. -When he left the Phi lippines 
n May, 1900, General Otis said that 
he army had dispersed all of Aguin« 
aldo's army, quiet prevailed during 
;he months of May and June and 
hardly a shot was fired. It was safe 
:o go to all parts of Luzon emd other 
slands and a very large trade had 
"been established. A civil 
govern- 


ment had been set up, also the su- 
preme court arid courts of first in- 
stance in seven of the nineteen pro- 
vinces of Luzon. 


General Otis, answering a question 


by Senator Culberson, said he never 
trusted native officers, because they 
were too cruel to their men. He said 
he could trust thdr loyalty, but they 
treated their captives with too much 
cruelty. "They were as bad as the 
.nsurgeuts," said he. 


When he left the Philippines, he 


said, "the war as war" had ceased. 
Answering a query by Senator HJale, 
General Otis said he saw no' difficulty 
n withdrawing a material number of 
troops from the islands. The native 
;orces he declared to be very neces- 
sary, and he said there was no peace 
n Manila until the native police was 
organized. 
General Otis said that 


when he left Manila he apprehended 
further trouble because there was a 
sextain element wMch dominated the 
gnorant classes. The great major- 
ty, however, wanted peace. Na 
,rme'd bands -of any importance, ihfc 
said, were opposed to 'the United 
States at that time. 


Asked by Senator Hale where the 


supplies, money, arms, etc., of the 
nsurgents came from, General Otis 
said they received 2,500 rifles from 
Admiral Dewey and they also re- 
ceived from Hongkong certain arms, 
sMpped aboard an American, vessel, 
which landed at Batangas. They 
had received some anms from Japan 
and had captured some from the 
Spaniards at small garrisons which 
they attacked. He said that the 
merchants gave hint more trouble 
than the insurgents themselves. 


The troops of the TTnited States, he 


said, had treated the Filipinos with 
the greatest kindness. Every state- 
ment of harsh .treatment he heard of 
had been, investigated. 
In fact, said 


lie, "we were laughed at by the 
Spaniards and the European, army 
officers for the humanity we exer- 
cised," 


As to the capacity of the Pilipinos 


for self-government, he said that 
Aguinaldo's former secretary of state 
had «told him that it would >take one 
hundred years to accomplish this. 
General Otis considered that the [Fili- 
pinos were not capable of self-gov- 
ernment. The Filipinos, he said, 
understand that they must have pro- 
tection, because without it other na- 
tions would divide up the islands, 
but they were desirous of making 
the best possible terms with the 
TTnite'di States. Their idea was to 
have control of the internal affairs 
of the islands, but protection outside. 


The dual occupancy of Manila, 


General Otis said, he considered dan- 
gerous. He based his whole action, 
he said, on the protocol, as he un- 
derstood it.
